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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is longer than 150 words. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a separate sheet 
within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 1 50 words in length since the space 
provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often 
used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure 
sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 2 and 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Yasukawa et al. (U.S. 4,872,293). Yasukawa et al. teaches a cutting device 10 which 
produces a high-pressure fluid jet J including abrasive particles and is capable of cutting 
tissue along a cut surface having a freely selectable shape. Furthermore, the cutting 
device includes a deflector 206 with a suction line 28. Concerning language such as 
"can be...", "for...", and "to..." are not interpreted as inherently adding any particular 
structural limitations and merely require the cutting device be capable of performing the 
function set forth or implied thereby. It is the Examiner's that since the device 
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Yasukawa et al. is obviously designed to cut materials such as sheet metal, it would be 
fully capable of cutting bone. 

Claims 1, 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hashish et al. (U.S. 5,320,289). Hashish et al. teaches a cutting device which produces 
a high-pressure fluid jet including abrasive particles (lines 44-53 of column 2); wherein 
the cutting device is provided with a control unit 101 having a control program (software 
mentioned in lines 21-23 of column 5). Since the controller 101 is capable of controlling 
manipulator 107 to move the nozzle of Fig. 2. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 7 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
